Kentucky Penitentiaries Crowded 

There are more convicts in the Ken- 
tucky Penitentiaries now than ever be- 
fore in the history of the Common- 
wealth, the total number being 2,035, 
which docs not conclude over 400 boy» 
and girls that have been sentenced to 
the School of Reform. In 1898 the 
Frankfort penintentiary contained 
1,423 convicts and was so overcrowded 
tnat over a hundred were transferred 
to Eddyville. Wednesday the number 
in the penintetiary at Frankfort was 
1,410, and when Fayette county and 
one or two large counties send in their 
February counsignment of new pris- 
,ioners, the total will be far in excess 
of the record made in 1898. 

When the School of Reform was com- 
pleted quite a number of young con- 
victs were transferred to that institu- 
tion, and this fact, ana this fact to- 
gether with the number that have been 
released on parole, has kept the num- 
ber inside the walls down below the 
1,400 notch for several years. Had it 
not been for the parole law and the 
Schio of Refjrm,theie wcu d prcb ibly 
he over 2,500 convicts now in the peni- 
tentiaries instead of the 2,025. All 
the available cell room is now occupied 
in the Frankfort prison, and if many 
more new ones come some cells will be 
compelled 10 hold two convicts, if the 
increase in number continues as it has 
been doing, it is likely the next Legis- 
lature will have to make provision for
